The Mark of the Beast and Who may Receive it. 





Some Danger Signals Pointed out that Should not be Disregarded. 





People so often fail to un- 
derstand the double nature of 
God. They usually look up- 
on Him as a God of love and 
mercy. 

This view, however, is not 
incorrect, but He isalso a God 
of Justice and frequently pours 
out His judgments and wrath 
as well as. manifesting His 
lave and mercy. 

This double nature was 
manifested in the incident re- 
lated about Israel fleeing from 
Egypt and Pharaoh following 


after them to take them back 
into slavery. Israel had _ fol- 
lowed the pillar of cloud and 
finally were suddenly con- 
fronted by the Red Sea, when 
to their surprise and not a lit- 
tle anxiety and trouble Phara- 
oh and his army of soldiers 
appeared close in behind 
them. The shades of night 
were closing in upon both 
armies so of course both went 
into camp for the night. 

At this juncture when Israel 
was much alarmed the pillar 


of fire that had been going be- 
fore them was suddenly “trans- 
ferred to a position directly 
between the two camps. To 
Israel the pillar of fire gave a 
beautiful light, but to Pharaoh 
the same Pillar seemed to 
cause the darkness to be more 
dense. It was in the morn- 


ing watch that a display of 


God’s wrath was shown to 
Pharaoh as He looked upon 
them through the pillar of 
cloud and_ troubled them, 
while on the other side love 
and merey was shown and the 
sea was dried up so Israel 
could escape the hand of their 
enemy. 

His love and merey was 
also manifested as all Israel 
were permitted to pass over 
safe to the other side while 
Pharaoh undertook to go over 
after them was overthrown by

the tremendous waves and all 
the host of 
drowned, 
When Israel sinned wrath 
came upon them, but with it 
was always mingled mercy 
and love. On account of 
murmurings and disobedience 
God allowed them te be bitten 
with flery serpents, but Moses 


Egypt was 


was commanded to place in 
the midst of the camp on a 
pole a serpent made of brass 
upon which if any who was 
bitten would look they would 
be healed of the poisonous 
bite. 

Many incidents of this kind 
could be cited. “‘[t is a nght- 
eous thing with God to re- 
compense tribulation to them 
that trouble’’ the saints of 
God, or His people them- 
selves if they become disobed- 
ient and unruly. ‘“‘Let no 
man deceive you with vain 
words: for because of these 
things cometh the wrath of 
God upon the children of dis- 
obedience.’”? Eph. 5,6. 

But the subject shows a wrath 
without mixture. In all of 
His judgments of the past 
there have usually appeared 
more or less love and mercy 
mingled with them, but there 
is to be a time when His great 
wrath will be poured out with 
no trace of love and mercy. 
Wrath without mixture. ‘‘Tf 
any man worship the beast 
and his image, and receive 
his mark in his forehead, or 
in his hand, the same shall 
drink of the wine ofthe wrath 
of God, which is poured cut 
without mixture into the cup 
ef his indignation; and he 
shall be tormented with fire 
and brimstone in the presence 
of the holy angels, and in the 
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presence of the Lamb: And 
the smoke of their torment 
forever and 
ever: and they have no rest

day nor night, who worship 
the beast and his image, and 
whosoever receiveth the mark 
of his name. (Rev. 14:9—11.) 

[In connection with the 
pouring out of wrath without 


mixture is the mark of the 
Beast. 
God in His infinite love 


and mercy has made provi- 
sions for the salvation of the 
human race, but ifthey  will- 
fully reject His plans and dis- 
obey His commands and do 
not love the truth, they for- 
feit their rights to receive love 
and mercy and by their own 
acts of disobedience and con- 
tempt they merit the wrath 
and judgments of God. 

The time is ripening for the 
literal revelation of the anti- 
christ or the beast and people 
who do not love the truth as 
given in God’s Word expose 
themselves to delusion and 
deception. 

[ would not say just what 
the “Mark of the Beast’’ is, 
but evidently it is something 
that has the appearance of off- 
ering a benefit to those who 
receive it. 

It would be useless for the 
devil to try to impose some- 
thing upon the human _ race 
that would not appear good 
and profitable. That is the 
very reason that our Mother 
Eve was deceived. Satan off- 
ered her such inducements 
that she was attracted by the 
benefitsshe would derive from 
the eating of that fruit. It 
will make one wise, satan ex- 
plained, and pictureu it to 
her so beautiful and attractive 


that she was not able to resist 
the temptation. 

The offer of the mark of the 
beast will have such attract- 
ions and give such induce- 
ments for imparting knowl- 
edge and wisdom that many 
many will be ensnarred in its 
coils. “*The time is coming 
that you can’t buy and sell or 
traffic in the land if you do 
not have this mark’? the antt- 
christ and his agents will ex- 
plain. This is just what the 
Scripture says. “And he 
eauseth all, both small gud 
great, rich and poor, free and 
bond, to mark in 
their right hand. or in their 
foreheads:

When talking with David about 
another place where He would put 
His NAME, God said, “‘Solomon 
shall build an house for MY NAME, 
and I will establish the throne of 
his kingdom forever.’’? 28am. 7:11. 

The house which Sclomon was to 
erect in honor to the NAME of God 
was ‘the Temple of Solomon; but 
God put His name in it and answe:- 
ed by fire.’ | 

The Temple of Solomon which 
was built at Jerusalem in about the 
vear B. C. 1014, is a type of the 
*‘Church of God’? whieh Jesus be- 
gan to build at Jerusalem about 
A. D. 1900, years ago. 

Solomon had seventy thousand 
bearers of burdens and _ eighty 
thousands hewers of stone and tim- 
ber, and thirty-six thousand over- 
seers, which amounted to one hun- 
dred and eighty-six thousand men, 
employed on the job. They all 
worked according to orders. God 
had given the plans of this house to 
David, and David gave it to Solo- 
mon, and most assuredly Solomon 
gave the plans tu his workmen. See 
1Chr. 28;11. 

Now these workmen took these 
dimensions and went into the 
mountains, | Lebanon] and prepar- 
ed the timber and the stone, so that 
everything fit exactly. 

The readers will please note, that 
the stone and cedar were gathered 
out of the mountain, but this was 
all overlaid with pure beaten gold, 
which had been taken out of the 
arth, then put through the fire, 
then beaten into the right shape. 

These workmen were so accurate 
in measuring and hewing this ma- 
terial that when it was being put 
together there was not asound ‘of an 
axe or hammer heard in the’ whole 
work. 

When Jesus began to build this 
great house (church) in honor to 
the NAME of His father, (Church 
of Ged). 


He chose the twelve then the 
seventy. 

Then thousands of others and 
they are getting out material that 
will go into this great house with- | 
out making any noise about it. 

Solomon began and finished his 
house in seven years. 

Seven is a typical number no 
doubt Jesus has begun and He will 
finish His house, “‘the Church of 
God’’ when God gave the pattern of 
the tabernacle to Moses, He said, 
‘‘see that you make things accord- 
ing to the pattern.’’ 

God gave the pattern of this house 
to His Son, Jesus, and Jesus gave 
commandments by the Holy Ghost 
unto His workmen. Paul said 1 
received it by revelation. Jesussaid 
He, the Holy Ghost, will bring to 
your remembrance whatsoever, ‘‘I 
have said unto you.’’ 

He also said, ‘I have ealled you 
friends for whatsoever I have re- 
ceived of my Father, I have made 
known unto you.’’ 

When King David spoke of this 
great typical house, he said, it was 
to be “‘exceedingly magnificant.’’ 
1Chron. 22:3. 

Solomon said, ‘‘Blessed be the 
God of Israel, which spoke with 
His mouth unto David my Father, 
and hath with His hands perform- 
el it. Saying, since the day that I 
brought my people Israel out of 
tgypt, I chose no city out of the 
tribes of Israel to build an house 
that my name might be therein; 
but I chose David to be over my 
people Israel, and it was in the 
heart of David my Father to build 
an house for the NAME of the Lord 
God of Israel. 1Kings 8:15—19.
